21 that cholera was present in Smyrna. 



Cholera among troops on steamship. 



Bulletin of the superior council of health of Constantinople dated 
October 31 states that 30 cases of cholera, with 14 deaths, occurred 
among troops on the steamship Garb, detained at the lazaretto of 
Touzla, Ottoman Empire. The troops, 3,000 in number, were return-' 
ing from the military maneuvers at Eregli, on the Sea of Marmora.
